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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior artt 
teaches or suggests the claimed invention. Specifically, while Lee et al. generates a roadway 
model and overlays lane marker information on the model, Lee et al. fails to teach detecting a 

5 plurality of lane marker candidate points in a road image, calculating a road model parameter on 

the basis of the lane marker candidate points, calculating a deviation between a lane marker 
candidate point and an estimated lane marker candidate point estimated from the road model 
parameter, and determining whether the road image is employed for detecting the lane marker 
based on the deviation, as variously required by each of the independent claims. Similarly, while 

10 Shirato et al. detects lane marker candidate points and calculates a road model parameter, Shirato 

et al. fails to teach calculating the deviation between the lane marker candidate point and an 
estimated lane marker candidate point generated using the road model parameter or determining 
if the road image can be used to detect the lane marker based on such a deviation. Therefore, the 
claimed invention is allowable over the prior art.
